Oae day the register 
would contain the names of oilicer? con- 
nected witli tiie Confederate army, the 
jiexi those of the Union army, and one 
oau almost imagine seeing the juicy 
stflab that waa broiled for the breakfast 
of a Confederate Colonel being eaten by 
a Yankee Captain, while the 'Confed' 
was hurrying across the Potomac to es- 
^apeeapture. Yet lhatua what actually 
occurred, for we find that on Saturday, 
the 7lh day of June, 1802, there arrived 
at the hotel and registered Colonel Car- 
not Posey, of the 16th Mississippi, and 
that on Sunday morning, the 8i,h, Cap- 
tain Charles H. T. Collis, of tba Penn- 
sylvania Zjuaves l)'Afriq.ue, arrived, 
aud in addition to his breakfast was 
charged on the register twenty-live cents 
for one bottle of ale. Our friend Collie 
at that time waa attached to Bank's di- 
vision, which was lighting 'Stonewall' 
Jnckaon in theSlionandoah valley, while 
McClellan was hammering at the gates 
of Kiehmoiui. 
I suppose that breakfast 


and the bottle of ale tasted better to 
Charlie than any Clover Club banquet 
that he has ever attended, 


"Tbese were times when the loyal citi- 


zens of Philadelphia, irrespective of their 
social condition, took up arms in de- 
fense of the Union. While some took 
their tents and bivouaced in the open 
fields, we find that tho city troop was of 
more delicate mould and built on liner 
lines, for the register shows that on Mon- 
day, the 12'h day of August, 1861, the 
following members of the Troop arrived 
and took up their quarters at thia hotel:
